Ir ono trade could be pointed out above 
auother wherein it was the interest of 
all that a high standard of quality 
should be maintained, we should cor- 
tainly say that it was the export toa 
trade from Shavghai. ‘Lhe competition 
in the production of tea is becoming so 
keen, aud the public mind is so apt to 
be Jed away by hasty impressions, that 
a vast amount of damage may be done 
by the mere suggestion that those 
engaged in tho trade are so careless or 
so iguorant of tho qualities of their 
shipments that it is uecessary to exercise 
a very close scrutiny before permitting 
their produce to be placed on the Homo 
market as wholesome food. It is very 
seldom that governmental interferonce 
with trade is beneficial. In tho vast 
majority of cases it is productive of 
worse evils than those it means to oure, 
and the Parliament of Great Britain 
bas in consequence beon very chary of 
granting powers to the Executive which 
could bo mado use of as a bindrance to 
the circulation of commodities. In 
one material case the Executive is, 
| under somewhat stringeut conditions, 
permitted, or rather enjoined, to stop 
{iu between the vendor and the public ; 
| aud this is in the case of adulterated 
| goods or materials uufit for human 
consumption being offered for sale, 
|A recent enforcement of this power 
has more or less affected Shanghai, 


| the article condemned having been a 


quantity of tea shipped from this port. 
| Ib may be noted that this is not the 
| first instaueo of the sort which has 
| occurred, the notorious material once 
| known as “Malo Mixture” baving 
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met with a similar fate some few years 
ago. Last year there were circum- 
stances which led to an unexpected 
demand for tea late in the season, 
which the producéra had not anticipated 
in time to prepare their teas while 
leaves were to be obtained in quantity. 
‘Telegrams arrived quoting sales of teas 
at enormous profits, and the wildest 
orders were sent out to buy any tea, no 
mattor what quality. In a case of 
the sort it may be taken for granted 
that some purchasers will be weak 
enongh to yield to the temptation 
to ship anything they may get hold 
of, Most buyers refused to act on 
their telegraphic orders, the stock of 
sound tea in the market having been 
reduced to the smallest limits, Some, 
howover, were not so wise in their 
judgment, and, stimulated . by the 
unexpected demand, everything which 
could by a fashion of speech be called 
tea was cleared off. Were such a 
practice to coutinue, there is no doubt 
that in a short time Shanghai exported 
toa would earn a reputation of the 
samo sort as Manchester shirtings ; 
and it is therefore a benefit to the trade 
gonerally that the Government has 
beon induced to act promptly and 
efficiently. The steps taken on a previous 
occasion had, thero is no doubt, a whole- 
some effect on the export market ; and 
as long as the remembrance of tho 
lesson taught by the throwing into the 
Thames of the “Maloo Mixture” of 
former days lasted, tea buyers at Shang- 
hai refrained from touching similar 
mixtures. ‘The temptation of executing 
the unqualified orders which arrived 
last year was however too strong, and 
doubtless purchasers had forgotten the 
former case, The seizure of 7,000 pack- 
ages is, however, a practical step that a 
tea buyer can remember even in the face 
of the most exciting telegrams, and this 
will probably act as a deterrent to 
future exporiments of the same class. 
While wo can understand aud applaud 
the action of the Government with 
regard to the condemuation of the tea, 
we are somewhat at a loss to com- 
prehend the plea of the importers that 
the tea was intended to be sent abroad, 
and was only put on the Home market 
by mistake. It would doubtless be 
encouraging too much Government 
interference in trade to give the Execu- 
tive power to inspect goods in transit 
to foreign countries. Some discretion 
must be given to the British merchant, 
and if he is not able to maintain bis own 
reputation a paternal government may 
hesitate before enforcing it for him. 
Tea having, however, oneo been in- 
spected aud declared unfit for human 





consumption, it seems that in permit- 
ting its export the Government is 
really making itself a participator 
with the importer. This is worse 
for while the former might plead 
ignorance of the deleterious nature of 
the substance, a similar plea cannot 
be urged after the material has been 
inspected atid found “delet Ie 
the importers made the mistake of 
placing the material in the. position of 
having to undergo inspection, they 
clearly cannot feel aggrieved at having 
to accept the penalty. It is well known 
that there is in Shaughai at the present, 
moment a quantity of material pro- 
fessing to be tea, but a whole. 
some dread of cousequences prevents 
its being shipped. If exporters, after 
placing it on the English market and 
its being condemned there, were to bo 
permitted to re-export it as if nothing 
had occurred, we cau conceive that an 
injury would be done to the tea trade 
of the port which it would be difficult 
to remedy. Year by year the com- 
petition with Indiau teas is beeoming 
more fierce, and we can rendily perceive 
how much handicapped Shanghai would 
be iu the struggle were it to become 
tho market of the world for “Maloo 
Mixture.” Tho example of Mauchester 
is one to be laid to heart. No one can 
deny that if there existed an authority 
strong enough to prevent undue weight- 
ing of flimsy goods, Manchester goods 
would at present command a better 
market than they do. The slur cast 
upon the whole trade, by the 
unprincipledaction of a few, has inflicted 
an injury upon an entire community 
far out of proportion to the equivocal 
profits made,

From private sources we hear that the 
troops encamped at Soochow are having 
the benefitof a considerable amount of 
extra drill, Gatling gun practice being 
engaged in every day. 

A correspondent writes :—I hear that 
probably Mr. George Moule, not Mr. A. 
Moule, will be made Bishop of Northern 
China. ‘The post was, it is known, offered 
to the former gentleman, but he declined 
it on account of the bad state of his father’s 
health. His father was considerably ad- 
vanced in years, and having since died the 
report as to Mr. G. Moule having accepted 
the bishopric is probably correct, 

We are informed that commencing from 
the 17th instant, the homeward P. & 0. 
packets will leave Hongkong at 5 p.m, 
instead of at 11 a.m., the time set down 
in the new time table. This change ‘will 
afford more time to residents who wish to 
send supplementary mails by any succeed 
ing private steamer leaving Shanghai for 
Hongkong. 

The Daily Press hears that Li Yung-choi, 
the rebel leader in Kwangsi, whose capture 
and decapitation have been announced in 
the Peking Gazette, is still alive and safe in 
his mountain fastnoss, never been captured. 
‘The Kwangsi authorities are supposed to 
have imposed upon the Central Govern- 
ment, or to have been themselves imposed 
upon. In either case their disgrace is 
considered certain. 

We learn from the Hongkong papers 
that the residents of Singapore, one 
of the few British Colonies in which 
funds have not already been largely 
subscribed on behalf of the suffer- 
ing Irish, were to have a meeting in the 
Exchange Rooms on the 2nd instant,

would arrange details for the collection of 
subscriptions. The Chinese previously 
started a subscription on their own account. 

‘The papers received on Thursday from 
Japan report that the Hiyei Kan, a 
Japanese man-of-war, had left for a cruise 
in the Indian Ocean and the Persian Gulf. 
It is represented that she had on board Mr. 
Yoshida, an attaché of the Foreign Office, 
and members of several mercantile firms, 
and that the object for which the vessel 
hasbeen despatched is said to be to negotiate 
treaties of friendship and commerce between 
Japan and the various Asiatic nations. 

‘The elections in Great Britain are now 
over, and the Liberals have a surprisingly 
large majority. ‘The last parliament con- 
sisted of 652 menibers— 345 Conservatives, 
246 Liberals, and 61 Home Rulers, and the 
figures forwarded by Reuter as the result 
of the conclusion of the recont elections 
tend to show that the number of sitting 
members in tho next House of Commous 
will be 647—349- Liberals, 235 Conserva- 
tives and 63 Home Rulers, Further 
developments of the new Liberal Adininis- 
tration will be anxiously awaited. 

‘The recent survey of the Yangtsze at the 
mouth of the Whangpoo river by H.M. 
gunboat Magpie is likely to result in 
practical benefit to navigation, and particu- 
larly so as regards the vessels in the 
Northern Trade, We understand that a 
navigable channel has been found south- 
east of Grass Island, which will con- 
nect the present North and South 
channels and save about fifteen miles to 
vessels running to and from the North. 

‘We hear from Peking that Chang Lao- 
yoh, the interpreter who accompanied 
Ch'ung How to St. Petersburg, has 
been ordered to repair thither a second 
time to assist the Marquis Tséng in his 
negotiations. ‘The poor man is terribly 
taken aback at the prospect, and is said 
to regret that his mother has only reached 
the moderate age of fifty—as, were sho 
only rather older, he would have a good 
excuse for crying off. However, as things 
stand ho will have to go, and take his 
chances of failure or success under his new 
chief.—Spring has burst on the capital like 
‘transformation scene. ‘The weather is 
described as bright and golden, and the 
sky a cloudless blue, But the first sand- 
storm of the season has taken placo, and 
it was almost impossible to see the ground 
along which one walked. 

‘The wishes of the foreign Ministers at 
Peking, expressed to their various admirals 
to concentrate their fleets at Shanghai, has 
brought no fewer than fourteen men-of- 
war into the harbour—four American, 
three French, three British, three German 
and one Russian, and others aro expected 
in the course of afew days. Most of the 
Russian war-vessels are at Viadivostock 
and the Japanese ports. ‘The five additional 
vessels which, according to Reuter, have 
left for China, will give Russia a most 
formidable fleet in the Far East. If 
there is any truth in a rumour which 
reached us from the North on Monday, 
in case of an outbreak of hostilities 
botieen Russia and China it might be dis- 
covered that no inconsiderable number of 
merchant steamers that to-day fly the 








Chinese ensign had become possessed of the 
right to display that of another nationality. 

‘Twenty-four members of the Artillery 
Corps met at the Municipal Council Board 
Room on Wednesday evening to elect a sub- 
Lieutenant. Captain Dallas presided and 
explained that owing to the resignation of 
Lieutenant Ogle it would be necessary first 
to elect a Senior Lioutenant, and proposed 
the name of Lieut. Reddie, who was elected 
unanimously by a show of hands. The 
ballot for sub-Lieutenant resulted in the 
selection of Driver Noél. It was subse- 
quently decided that the ranges to be used 
at the Saturday competition: should be 200 
and 500 yards respectively. 

An interesting rifle competition was fixed 
to take place on Monday morning at the 
Rifle Range, but owing to unavoidable 
circumstances it has been postponed till 
this day week. It is a match arising 
out of the prowess evinced by the officers 
of the Shanghai Volunteer Corps at their 
dinner at the Club in celebration of the 
anniversary of the glorious battle of Muddy 
Fiat fought on the 4th April, 1854. The 
prize, we understand, is to be either a plain 
or elaborate pewter as the funds admit, 
Three of the “‘ crack” shots give the others 
points, two of the three captains, it is 
stated, receiving more than half of the 
possible total. The ranges and the con- 
ditions are not to be decided upon before 
the competition takes place, to prevent 
practice and “coaching” at particular 
rang 

‘Two Volunteer parades have been post- 
poned during the last fortnight, owing to 
wet weather, Availing of improved 
atmosphericindications Major-Commandant 
Holliday issued an express shortly before 
noon on Monday for a parade at five o'clock, 
aud considering the short and unexpected 
notice there was a very satisfactory muster 
at the Police Compound at the time 
appointed. In the ranks there were 38 of 
No, 1 Company and 34 of No. 2 Company, 
the Artillery mustered about 20, 
making, with the officers, nearly 100 in 
attendance. The usual preliminary move- 
ments were gone through in the Police 
Compound, and then the Volunteers, headed 
by the Artillery, with two guns, and the 
Public Band next, marched along the 
Honan Road and up the Maloo, Reaching 
the Bubbling Well Road Major Holliday 
placed the battalion in the hands of Cap- 
tain Harvie and there was skirmishing 
in half companies and sections along the 
road as far as the Upper Boat-house at 
the bottom of Carter’s Road with the Ar- 
tillery in front and rear action alternately. 
Similar manceuvres were executed on the 
return journey as far as the Race-course, 
where an opportunity was afforded those 
living in the neighbourhood to fall out. 
The men then marched at ease to the 
Police Compound, where, in dismissing 
them, Major-Commandant Holliday ex- 
pressed his satisfaction at the number who 
liad turned out at so short a notice, and 
with regard to the manceuvres he said that 
for once they had been executed remarkably 
well. 

In our last issue we mentioned the 
probable arrival here of H.I.G.M.S. Pri 
Adalbert, with H.R.H. Prince Heinrich on 
board. She arrived at Woosung on Sunday 


























last, but owing to insufticienoy of water 
to cross the Woosung Bar the vessel 
has not come up to Shanghai, but 
HLR.H. Prince Heinrich is expected to 
arrive at the German Consulate at noon 
to-day, when the Royal Standard will be 
hoisted. He will be accompanied, it is 
believed, by Captain Maclean of the Prinz 
Adalbert, Baron Freiherr von Seckendorf, 
his Military Governor, and Dr. Braune. 
At two o'clock there will be a reception of 
tho Naval officers, foreign Ministers, Con- 
suls, the Taotai, and a committee of the 
German community, consisting of Messrs. 
P. G. Hiibbe, W. Reiners, R. Buschmann, 
A. Krauss, H. Ruttman, J. F, Rodewald 
and W, Mendel, who will formally 
invite. His Royal Highness to a ban- 
quet to be given in the evening at the 
Masonic Hall, which is being prettily 
decorated with flags, evergreens, flowers, 
and national emblems. His Royal Highness 
will dine with the Taotai on Sunday in 
the same temple in the city in which 
General Grant was entertained, and in the 
evening he will give a dinner at the 
German Consulate. ‘The banquet on Satur- 
day evening is, we understand, to be 
strictly confined to the German community. 
When the Prince arrives in the forenoon, 
there will be no salutes from the men-of 
war, in consideration of tho unpleasantness 
cceasioned thereby to residents on tho 
Bund. 

By the death of Miss L, M. Fay at 
Chefoo in the autumn of 1878, the Ameri- 
can Episcopal Mission lost an old and 
valuable servant. Her remains were in- 
terred at the port where she had gone 
to recruit her health, but lately they were 
exhumed and brought to Shanghai, arriv- 
ing here on Sunday last. On Wednesday 
they were re-interred at the New Cemetery, 
when two services were held, one for 
Chinese which was largely attended, and 
the other for foreigners, at which between 
thirty and forty were present, includ- 
several Indies. ‘The Rev. W. J. 
Boone entered the chapel from the Vestry, 
followed by the Rev. R. Nelson, D.D., 
Bishop Schereschewsky and the Very Rev. 
Dean Butcher. These four rev. gentlemen 
took up positions in froni of the reading 
desk, and each read a portion of the service. 
Bishop Schereschowsky then ascended the 
desk, and expressed his gratification at 
seeing so many present to pay a last 
tribute of respect to the Inte Miss Fay, 
thereby showing their admiration of her 
Christian He had heard a sug- 
gestion had been made that a monument 
should be erected to her memory, but 
he would suggest that a marble ‘monu- 
ment or a memorial window would 
not be so suitable as some benefit con- 
ferred on those for whom she laboured, 
such as, for example, the endowment of 
a professorship in the institution with 
which she had been connected. Miss Fay's 
special work was that of education, and 
her life had beon spent in the instruction 
of the Chinese ; therefore he thought that 
some such aid to education would bea much 
more enduring memorial than a stone or 
memorial window. He heartily approved 
of the suggested project, but he felt bound 
to make the remarks he had, and he 
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would be handed down for many years as 
one of the first to plant the gospel in 
China, At the grave, the service was 
read by the Rev. Dr. Nelson and Bishop 
Schereschewsky. On the coffin had been 
placed a cross of pansies at the head, 
a basket of several varieties of flowers at 
the foot, and between thom a green wreath 
with white blossoms.—Another grave had 
been dug close beside in which had been 
placed the coflins of the Rev. Mr. Boone's 
first wife, and of two children, the first 
haying been removed from another part of 
the Cemetery, and the latter having been 
brought from Hankow. 

In the minutes of the Municipal Council, 
which appear in another column, itis notified 
that Messrs. Sewjee and Symons were to be 
instructed to sell by public auction thePolice 
‘Van, ‘as it was of no use, and was rotting 
in the jail compound.” Such candour is 
inconsistent with the traits of the people we 
live among, and must be regarded as a 
remarkable exception to the recommenda- 
tions of articles sold by auction. We can 
only account for it by an excusable out- 
burst of indignation on the part of 
our wise Councillors to get rid of a 
bad bargain. But the auctioneers styled 
this relic of the extravagance of past days 
as “strong and commodious.” Commodious 
no doubt the van is, as on the one solitary 
occasion when it was used—to convey the 
prisoners from the old to the new gaol—it 
took two of the finest Australian horses in 
the Settlemont to draw it; and we are 
assured that it took twenty Municipal 
coolies to unearth it from somewhero within 
the precincts of Her Britannic Majesty's 
Gaol in order that the instructions of the 
Council might be carried out. But if it is 
“strong” the Council have laid them- 
solves open to the accusation of a reckless 
depreciation of public property, unless in 
their wisdom they can convince their 
constituents that a thing they declare to be 
“rotting” can at the sametime be “strong.” 
Issue, however, is not likely to be joined 
over such a matter as the sale of the white 
elephant known as the Police Van, which 
was submitted to auction last evening at 
tho Horse Bazaar, and realised the sum of 
‘Tis. 61, its original cost, we believe, being 
‘Ts. 600. 

In an article on the meeting of the mer- 
cantile community at Shanghai in reference 
to the conservation of the Whangpoo river, 
we are pleased to find that the Zongkony 








Daily Press endorses our opinion that the | 


course adopted was the wisest oue under 
thé circumstances. At the same time, 
however, our contemporary goes on to say 
“that it is to be deplored that the Chinese 
Government should be so impervious to 
a sense of its duty as to shirk a work that 
obviously belongs to it, and the funds for 
which should manifestly come out of the 
tonnage dues. Time was when the foreign 
Ministers would have urged the necessity 
of performing this duty upon the Govern- 
ment of Peking; but that time has gone 
by now. All that we hope to get from 
the Chinese Government in the present 
day is a bare toleration of the presence of 
foreigners in the treaty ports, and the 
tendency is to restrict foreign intercourse 
as much as possible, to render the stay of 








foreigners in China irksome and uuprofit- 
able. The Chinese Government has found 
that foreigners are not to be got rid of 
by force, and hence it is endeavouring to 
make Chinese commereial competition as 
severe as possible. So long as this compe- 
tition is fairly conducted, foreigners of 
course have no cause to complain; it is 
when the native officials bestow trade 
privileges on Chinese guilds and enable 
them to obstruct the foreigner in his 
attempts to do business that he has a right 
to grumble. It is when they pocket taxes 
levied for a certain purpose when that 
purpose has been served, when they raise 
tonnage dues and spend a small moiety of 
them only in lighting the coast, aud leave 
the channel of the river Whangpoo to silt 
up until large steamers can no longer get 
up to Shanghai without a serious delay, 
really costly in its results-—it is then the 
foreign merchants have a good right to 
feel aggrieved. ‘The people of the Model 
Settlement had a legitimate grievance, but 
it was useless to nurse it and sit with 
folded hands the while, While the grass 
grows the steed may nd had they 
waited until the foreign Ministers suc- 
ceeded in inducing the Chinese authorities 
to take up the matter in real earnest the 
day might have dawned when the naviga- 
tion of the river up to Shanghai would 
have become impossible to anything bigger 
than a sampan.” 

‘The following paragraph from the last 
number of Zruth will be read with interest : 
—A few years ago a reciprocity treaty was 
negotiated between the United States 
and the Sandwich Islands. We protested, 
because we had a “ favoured nation clause” 
with the latter country. The United 
States, however, held that this did not 
debar the Sandwich Islanders from giving 
Aanerican goods exceptional tariff advantages 
provided that similar advantages were given 
to the produce of the Sandwich Islands in 
the United States, After a lengthy corres- 
pondence, we gave up our contention. 
Now the principal American statesmen, and 
notably those represented by General Grant, 
have come to the conclusion that the 
Monro¢ doctrine ought to be extended to 
China and Japan. Both these countries, 
with far better reason than we have, fear 
Russian aggression. In a very few years, 
therefore, an offensive and defensive 
treaty will be made between Japan, China, 
aud the United States, and at the same 
time there will be a commercial reciprocity 
treaty which will secure to American 
goods a market in Japan and China to the 
exclusion of ours. “ Nonsense,” I hear 
someone say. Well, time will show that 
T am right. Already the Americans 
have shown their hand by declining 
to join in any collective action either 
in Japan or China with European 
Powers, and they have very acutely 
established a precedent in favour of a 
reciprocity treaty overculing all ‘favoured 
nation clauses,” by their treaty with the 
Sandwich Islands. 

‘Two vessels from Antwerp to Shanghai 
have been spoken, one on the 14th of 
January and the other on the 16th. ‘The 
former was th Jessie Stowe, and the latter 
the City of Carusle. 


























‘The British barque Sumatra, Captain 
Tribe, arrived on Saturday, having made 
the passage from London in 116 days. Sho 
experienced two heavy gales, one in the 
Bay of Biscay and the other off Sandal- 
wood Island, On each occasion a portion 
of her balwarks was carried away. 

‘The China Coast Steam Navigation 
Company's steamer Appin, Captain Ander- 
son, made her last round trip to Tientsin 
and back in seven days, ‘This is remark- 
ably good time, especially considering the 
state of the weather. We understand that 
she next leaves for Viadivostook, having 
been chartered by Mr. Adams, the late 
owner of the s.8. Dragon. 

With tegard to the grounding of the 
s.s. Kungiso, we learn that she touched on a 
bank of soft mud about 9 p.m, on the 5th 
instant, the weather at the time being 
very thick. She remained there until 5 
a.m, on the 9th, when sho proceeded on 
her way to Hankow, It was found 
necessary to discharge ‘some 150 or 200 
packages of her cargo into lighters, and to 
employ a number of coolies to dig away 
the mna forward. The vessel did not, 
as faras we could ascertain, receive any 
injuries. 

‘The Amoy Gazette understands that Mr. 
©. Johnson has been transferred to the 
British Consulate at Swatow and that 
Mr. G. Brown has been appointed assistant 
to the British Consulate at Amoy. 

The Government Housc Committee at 
Hosaxone of the Irish Distress Fund held a 
meeting on tho 9th instant, His Excollenoy 
the Governor beiny in the chair, After 
some preliminary business discussions, the 
Houorary Treasurer announced that from 
£2,000 to £3,000 remained to be forwarded 
to freland. {t was according resolved that 
the subscription lists should be closed that 
day week, that the sum of £1,000 bo at 
once transmitted to the Fund of the Lord 
Mayor of Dublin, and that the balanco 
then remaining on hand and the amount 
yet to be collected on all subscriptions be 
forwarded, after closing the accounts, to 
the Duchess of Marlborough. His Honour 
the Chief Justice proposed a vote of thanks, 
hearlly supported, to His Excelloney the 
Governor for having originated the move- 
ment and presided aver the various 
meetings held in aid of suffering Ireland. 
‘This vote, seconded by Mr. F. Ds Sassoon, 
was carried unanimously, In expressing his 
acknowledgments of the compliment paid 
him, the Governor began by adverting to 
the resolution which he himself proposed at 
tho last meeting, embodying a vote of thanks 
to the Chamber of Commerce, and proceeded 
torefer tothe cordial support he hadall along 
received from the members of the com- 
mittee and the community in gener 
He further pointed to the characteris 
liberality of the Parsee community and to 
the response of the Portuguese residents, 
but dwelt specially on the munificence dis- 
played by the Chinese population of the 

‘olony in their subscriptions for the relief 
of Irish distress. Referring to a telegram 
which Mx. Starkey, the Honorary Secretary, 
read from the Mayor of Cork conveying 
the thanks of the City of Cork to the 
Committee and to the Chinese community, 
His Excellency said he was deeply moved 
by the personal compliment which the 
Chinese residents of Hongkong had paid to 
his native city, and called it a compliment 
than which there was none that could 
make a Governor of Hongkong feel more 
proud. The Committee adjourned with 
the understanding that there would be a 
further meeting fo receive the Honorary 
Treasurer's final report.

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‘THE NEW VICEROY OF LIANG KIANG. 
‘Tae appointment of H.E. Tseng Kuo- 
ts’aien to the Vicoroyalty of the Liang 
Kiang is au indication apparently of the 
revival of better counsels ab Peking; 
while the fact of an old family, intimately 
connected with the land and possessing 
a sort of fendal influence in the province 
of Hunan, being able to produce three 
officials such as the Inte Viceroy Tséug 
Kwo-fan, his son the present Minister 
to England and France, and his brother 
now following in his steps as Viceroy 
at Nanking, affords some explanation 
of the stable character of Chinese 
institutions. It is characteristic of 
China amongst Asiatic nations that 
there has always been found a large 
and influential land-holding interest, 
and it is noteworthy that its mem- 
bers have at all times afforded to 
the Government ablo public officials, 
It is quite true that in China the road 
to the highest offices is open to all; the 
block in the lowest grades is, however, 
go great that few, without interest or 
ability of some distinguished kind, 
succeed in gaining tho first step to the 
higher ranks. Few families in China at 
the present day are more distinguished 
than that of which the Inte Viceroy was 
the head, and the appointment of his 
brother to the same post indicates that, 
however strong may be the instincts of 
tho retrogressivo party nt Peking, it 
still does not feel itself in a position to 
cut itself adrift fromm the traditions of 
office. Tstng Euo-ts'nien bas had a 
Jong official careor, and it never marked 
by any exceptions! ability seems always 
to have conducted his official duties with 
integrity, Ho was appointed Fatai of 
Ohinkiang in 1862, wns removed to 
Hupeh in 1867, made Director-General 
of the Yellow River in 1875, but ou a 
re-arrangement of the official staff in 
connection with tho river was again 
made a Futai aud appointed to Shansi 
in 1876, During the T’ai-p'ing rebel- 
lion he was associated with his brother. 
His military abilities proved however 
of no high order, and as soon as his 
services could be dispensed with he 
was relegated to civil office. For some 
time he was under the cold shade of 
Imperial displeasure, and seems to 
have shared in tho distrust exbibited 
towards his brother after his success in 
exterminating the remains of the T’ai- 
ping rebellion. The conduct of the 
Viceroy at Nanking soon however 
convinced the Government that he was 
‘an honest servaut as well as an able 
officer, nnd when he died no one in 
the Empire possibly had gained so 
much respect aud confidence. The 
uew Viceroy was brought into contact 
with foreigners while Fatai at Woo- 
chang, but he can hardly be said to 
have become generally known till after 
his appointment to Shansi. Daring 
his tenure of office there the late famiue 
arose with which his name will remain 
associated. He seems to have foreseen 












the terrible ordeal, and strained every 
nerve to obtain supplies of food in 
time to avert it. Unfortunately his 
efforts were not seconded by those on 
whom he had to depend. He urged 
on the Goverment the daty of obtain. 
ing supplies onrly and forwarding them 
by overy available avenue, His warnings 
were in a great measure unsuccessful ; 
the Governors of udjacont provinces 
were too much occupied in their own 
affairs to organise any proper system 
of carriage. The roads into Shansi 
had heen reduced by years of neglect 
to the roughness of bridle-paths ; the 
Imperial canal bad been permitted 
to silt up, and thoso in charge of the 
Yellow River had not sufficient energy 
to organise a transport service. Under 
these circumstances the few passes into 
the province became rapidly blocked 
with the ill-reguinted traffic ; the people 
had not strength left to convoy 
themselves the needed supplies, aud 
the country was so parched that 
the beasts of burden had to be 
left to starve or to consume them- 
selves tho provisions intended for the 
inhabitants, Amidst all these terrible 
scenes the Futai almost slone seems 
to have preserved his presence of 
What ho could do in person 
he did, Every assistance was given 
to the foreign missionaries in their 
pious labour of relieving distress, and 
His Excellency succeeded to a great 
extent in infusing bis own spiritamongst 
his officers. His memorinls during this 
period, published in the Peking Gazette, 
show ww anxions Le was for the 
welfare of the people, and how bitterly 
their distress preyed upon his mind 
Few men could be found to discharge 
their duties in such trying times with 
more fidelity than Tséng Kuo-ts'aien, 
and his appointment. to the Liang Kiang 
is n not undeserved recognition of his 
services in Shansi. 

















THB IRISH APPEAL FOR RELIEF. 
‘Tue sympathy of the residents in 
Shanghai is very properly evoked for 
Irelnnd. Hongicong has contributed 
liberally Lo assist the unfortunate island 
in her present trouble, aud though the 
claims on the purses of (he residents 
here are many and pressing there can 
be little doubt that a sum of money 
respectablo in amouut will be gathered. 
The miseries of Ireland are a hackneyed 
theme and it is easy to turn away from 
the demands of the inhabitants with 
cynic contempt. Still we must recollect 
that many of the calamities of “the 
land of the green hill aud the rushing 
river” are directly exused by the bad 
conduct of England in past centuries. 
We are reapiug where we have sown, 
and it is but just for us to do some- 
thing to atone for past neglect. At 
present our concern is with certain 
facts in regard to Ireland which will 
brivg out a point we have lately 
laboured to enfur viz., that China is 
in a state of civilization or uncivi- 
lization which may be fairly matched 











with that which prevailed in certain 
European countries two or three cen- 
turies ago. We couceive that one of the 
best proofs of a country being civilized, 
or to speak more precisely, one of the 
most trustworthy measures of the civi- 
lization of a realm is the extent of tho 
efforts made in it by science and 
benevolence to combat visitations like 
pestilence, war and famine. The high 
civilization of modern Europo has cer- 
tainly minimized the suffering which 
these three scourges have brought upon 
it. Nothing displayed the resourceless 
and inefficient condition of China so 
forcibly as the helplessness of the 
people in the late famine. We all 
remember the pictures which wore 
circulated at that time of wretches 
Killing themseives to avoid the linger. 
ing pangs of hunger; of men and 
women eating their kinsfolks’ flesh, 
and of hunger-bitten abjects feeding 
on dead bodies. With these represent- 
ations and the descriptions of the mis- 
siouaries full in our recollection, wo 
cannot fail to be struck with a descrip- 
tion of a famine in Ireland in 1641, 
We quote a paper “Ou some forgotten 
aspects of the Irish Question” in a 
recent number of the Contemporary 
Review, “Figures,” wo read, “convey 
but a poor notion of the state to which 
the country was reduced, Famine, as 
at the ond of the Blizabethau wars, 
stepped in to complete tho havoc of 
the sword. A plague followed. Suicide 
became epidemic, as the only eseapo 
from the intolerable evils of life, 
Cannibalism reappeared, According to 
an eye-witness, whole counties were 
cleared of their inbabitauts. * * * When 
survivors were fouud, they were either 
old men and women or children, I 
have seen these miserable creatures,” 
says Colonel Lawrence, “ plucking 
stiuking carrion out of a ditch black 
aud rotten, and been credibly informed 
that they digged corpses out of the 
grave toeat.” Now as it was in Ireland 
in the seventeenth century so it is in 
Chine in the nineteenth. If we wish to 
see how much science and philauthopy 
do towards the reduction of suffering 
compare the details just quoted with 
the accounts of the misery which we 
are called upon to assist in relieving 
in Ireland to-day. Ireland is in a 
backward state and is stigmatized as 
an unprogressive country, but it has 
advanced amazingly in tho last two 
centuries. Still it is useful to reflect 
that couple of hundred years ago, a 
portion of whut is now Great Britaiu 
was in a condition of wretcheduess and 
barbarism akin to that which prevails 
at this moment in China. Still, though 
tho sufferings of the Irish at the present 
moment are uot to be compared with 
the sufferings of their ancestors, there 
is misery enongh to touch the heart 
and to loosen the purse-strings of 
persons possessing human feelings all 
over the world. We read of ono 
thousaud destitute families in Donegal ; 
of Manor Hamilton where crowds of 
people are clamonring for food and 
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“tho children bave but a bit of bad 
polato for breakfast”; of Ballinrobe 
where there are five hundred families 
in waut, and many other rumours and 
reports come to hand giving accounts 
equally painful to read. As usual when 
a claim of this sort is made, money 
flows in from all quarters. From India, 
from Canada, from the United States 
funds will doubtless pour in aud the 
suffering will, we hope aud believe, 
shortly abate, When Irelaud is com- 
paratively prosperous she is apt to be 
aggressive and irritating, but when she 
is in distress there is something so 
heartrending in the wailing cry for 
sympathy, which she sends across the 
waters, that it is as impossible to resist 
its appoal ax it is to refuse to be 
charmed by her pathotic minstrelsy.

The China Re

‘The present number, with onenoteworthy 
exception, is ocoupied with continuations of 
papers commenced in previous numbers. 
Had Sir Henry Maine been acquainted 
with the laws and customs of China when 
he wrote his “Ancient Law” and “The 
Early History of Institutions,” he would 
certainly have drawn largely on the rich 
mine of antique custom which the 
institutions of China afford. As it is, his 
works are indispensable to the student of 
Chinese customary law,and Mr.G.Jamieson, 
in continuing his translations from the 

ili, like all others who have recently 
made Chinese law their study, has taken 
the opportunity afforded by Sir Henry 
Maine's works of comparing the Chinese 
with the older Indo-European develop- 
ments. The result is satisfactory, and we 
may hope to see the study of Chinese 
legal institutes conducted on different 
principles from those which have brought 
the study of the Janguage and history of the 
Chinese to a dead-lock. Mr. Jamieson’s 
remarks on the absence of the power of 
testation show how clearly light can be 
thrown on an obscure topic did those dis- 
cussing it only take the trouble to look 
abroad and study the history of its develop- 
ment elsewhere. 

Mr. Watters continues his notes on 
Fah-hien and his English translators, for 
which we are grateful. As no one in the 
future can pretend to any knowledge of 
Fah-hien without Mr. Watters’ notes, we 
trust that they may be made available in 
@ separate form. 

Notes on the Corean language by the 
Rev. J. MacIntyre still labour from the 
defect of want of lucidity. Mr. MacIntyre 
would assist students who wish to study 
his papers by giving an introduction. 

“Short Notices of New Books” are 
decidedly ‘weak, little better than milk and 
water. The want of an editor does not 
contribute to the strength of the Review. 

Mr. E, H. Parker contributes a valuable 
instalment of a Hakka syllabary, a work 
in which he is quite at home, and which 
probably could not be better taken up 
by any living scholar. ‘The Hakka dialect 
occupies a peculiar position in Chinese, and 
the possession of a syllabary is of the 
highest importance. Mr. Parker, in defining 
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vowels of Peking, the diphthongs of Foo- 
chow, the finals of Canton, and the tones 
of Hankow. He adds that this definition 
is scientifically as correct as that of a lobster 
asa “fred fish which walks backwards.” 
‘This is true, and yet there is a considerable 
substratum of trath in Mr. Parker's state- 
ment of the salient points of the language. 
Hakka and Cantonese seem to be lingering 
representatives of two archaic dialects. 
Some circumstances, such as the transliter- 
ations of Chinese characters in Japanese 
and Corean, would lead us to look upon it 
as the lineal descendant of the dialects 
spoken in north-eastern China two thou- 
sand years ago, while Cantonese owes prob- 
ably its origin to more westerly stock. The 
similarity in the system of finals will be of 
the utmost importance when Chinese comes 
to be studied comparatively, while the 
extraordinary variations in the tonic system 
point to a very early divergence of the two. 
One characteristic is very curious. While in 
Cantonese and most of the other dialects 
the Hia-chii and Hia-juh tones have 
changed their former sonant initial to the 
ordinary surd, the Hakka has transferred 
them to the ultra-surd series. Mr. Parker 
says this lends a ‘‘Welshness” to the 
dialect, but the peculiarity seems to be 
inherited by most of the Celtic peoples. A 
Highlander’s pronunciation of a word like 
Donald, Z’onalt, exhibits a similar change. 
Mr. Parker gives a curious illustration of 
the practice of putting the cart before the 
horse common with those who in their 
study of a language have not learned to 
look at its externals. Speaking of the 
literary efforts of the Hakkas he states, 
“Having forgotten or confused the 
distinction in sound between the shang- 
ping and the hia-shang, they then proceed 
in making poetry to read hia-shang words 
in the shang-shang, and make matters 
worse by teaching that these words for 
poetical purposes become flexed instead 
of even.” One has but to take up an 
ordinary English Grammar to find many 
similar instances. Mr, Parker's vowel table 
at the end of his paper is a not unsuccess- 
ful attempt to unite presént dissimilar 
systems. ‘The difficulty is of course between 
the short sound of a English and the sound 
represented by Sir Thomas Wade as é. 
‘The English short a is generally accepted 
as impure, and in transliteration of Eastern 
languages the sound for which Sir Thomas 
Wade uses é is represented by a simple. 
‘The circumflex over the é is objectionable, 
as it is generally the recognized sign of a 
long yowel. The more correct alliteration 
would seem to be to represent Sir Thomas 
‘Wade's é generally by a simple, and to use 
for the sound of a in English, back, the sign 
@. The circumflex could then be used 
in its generally accepted employment to 
denote the long vowels. We hope to see 
from Mr. Parker soon a Hakka syllabary 
complete, such as the Peking syllabary 
attached to Sir Thomas Wade's Hsin- 
ching-lu.

‘The same paper feels scarcely justified in 
congratulating the China Merchants’ Steam 
Navigation Conipany on the latest acquisi- 
tion to its fleet, the Kang Chi being one of 
China’s bad bargait Built at the Mamoi 
ar, fitted with a ram 
bow and other deadly warlike appliances, 
she was found to be utterly useless for any 
more practical purpose than to adorn the 
anchoraye off Pagoda Island ; so the 
Arsenal authorities wisely determined 
upon ridding themselves of this white 
elephant ; and, after spending an additional 
sum of about $30,000 in fitting her up as a 
merchant vessel, they have now handed 
her over to the Company i 
The Kany Chi arrived at Shanghai a week 
ago, and she left yesterday morning for 
Swatow and Hongkong, with ageneral cargo. 

It is said that the Mamoi Arsenal authori- 
ties have entered into a new arrangement 
with Mx. Giquel, who is expected to 
return to Foochow in the course of the 
current year. Under ordinary. ciroum- 
stances, Mr. Giquel’s resumption of 
inal directorate would not mi 
mind of the foreign public; 
but in view of actual facts the rumoured 
re-appointment is not unworthy of notice. 
It simply means that the working of the 
Mamoi Arsenal is to be in no way 
improved ; that the practical development 
of the “infant” navy is to continue 
subordinated to insatiate whims and'index- 
terous hands; and that the almost 
criminal expenditure of taxes wrung 
from the crippled trade of Foochow is to 
remain devoted to the construction of 
useless ships and the maintenance of 
unproductive workshops, ‘That a thorough 
reform of existing abuses is urgently 
needed, no one professing even the crudest 
kuowledge of Mamoi Arsenal affairs will 
venture to deny; but that Mr. Giquel 
possesses the requisite qualities, or tho 
practical experience essential to the suc- 
cessful carrying out of this hereulean task, 
is more than the Herald is prepared to 
believe. 



































HONGKONG. 

A most disgraceful scene occurred on the 
3th inst. in this Colony. Mr. Talbot and 
Mr. Torre Kitchie obtained permission 
from the Government to erect a tent on 
the Chinese Recreation Ground for the 
purpose of giving exhibitions, and-accord- 
ingly the tent was erected and seats fixed, 
the place being illuminated with lamps, 
In the afternoon the company gave their 
first performance, which the Chinese appear 
to have appreciated. ‘The second exhibition 
was to have taken place the same evening 
at half-past seven, but about an hour 
previous to that, whilst Mr. Kitchie and 
his assistant were the only occupants of 
the booth, about four hundred Chinamen 











rushed in'and demolished the canvas and 
stoned the occupants. Yow Kitchie was 
seized hold of and trampled upon and beaten 
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most severely. During this scone Mr. G. Tal- 
bot and Mi Shields arrived and, being 
recognised by the crowd, were asswulted 
with stones and forced to retreat. Fortun- 
ately Miss Shields escaped unhurt, but 
several stones struck Mr. Talbot. Mr. 
Kitchie was also knocked about, but not 
so much as Yow Kitchie. The crowd, not 
content with destroying the tent, stole the 
amps and some of . Mr. Talbot, 
when he got outside of the Recreation 
Ground, saw two Indian constables looking 
on, and he asked them in Hindostanee 
why they did not assist to quell the dis- 
turbance, and one of them replied that 
they could do nothing in a crowd like that. 
‘An application was made at the Central 
Police Station on Monday for a couple of 
policemen to be placed on the uround, as 
the company was yoiny to play, but the 
application was refused. 
the Daily Press says an account of the 
roceedings at the diferent meetings held 
in connection with the Irish Distress 
Relief Fund was given in the Gazette of the 
8th inst., together with a list of subscrip- 
tions, exclusive of the ChamberofCommerce 
list. ’ The total sum raised by the Govern- 
ment House Committee amounts to

On Sunday, the 4th inst., a report reached 
Nagasaki that a serious explosion had oc- 
curred in the Takasima coal mines. Owing to 
it being Sunday, the s.s. Meishin Maru did 
not expect to make her usual trip, but steam 
was got up and she proceeded to the island 
shortly after six o'clock, returning in the 
course of a few hours, bringiny full particn- 
lars, which were to the effect that the 
explosion, which had occurred in what is 
known as the Middle Panels, was not so 
serious as at first anticipated ;' the damage 
sustained by the mine was comparatively 
trifling, and the deaths were few. Unfortun- 
ately, however, a great number of 
workmen from other parts of the mine, 
upon hearing the report, rushed indis- 

iminately to the spot in search of 
and relatives, and were suffocated 
by the after-damp. "The total number of 
deaths is reported to be about sixty, 
‘The cause of the explosion is without 
doubt attributable, in the first instance, 
to the carelessness of several door-keepers 
leaving open the ventilating doors left 
in their charge, and thus misdirecting the 
current of air necessary for safe working ; 
and, secondly, to the fact of a miner having 
trespassed with a lighted lamp on forbidden 
ground, made dangerous by the neglect of 
the said door-keepers. No blame whatever 
is attached to the European staff, who are 
all thoroughly experienced, and are con- 
sequently aware of the dangers attending 
neglect. Every possible precaution ha: 
been adopted by them for the ensurance of 
safety, and it was very fortunate that none 
were in the vicinity at the time of the 
explosion. 

A farewell dinner, to which all the 
Consuls were invited, was given at the 
Fukuya Hotel on the 7th inst., by A. E.

‘The News says the annual procession 
of boats to inaugurate the rowing season 
of the K.R. & A.C. came off onthe 
evening of the 30th ult. At 6.30 the 
yachts were towed round the harbour by a 
steam launch, and as they were all dressed 
with flags they made a very pretty show. 
‘Tho captain led the boats in a single-scull, 
followed by the Honorary Secretary, after 
which came the six four-vared boats of the 
club, After pulling round the harbour 
they returned to the camber.

‘Lelephovies have been in operation for a 
short timo in Osaka, and the advantages 
of this system of communication are evid- 
ently duly appreciated Ly the natives, 
Lt is said ‘that the Telegraph Department 
will be requested to wrrange telephonic 
communication between the Kencho and 
the Central Police Station, between the 

nol and the Hiego and’ Kobe police 
stations, and between the Kobe, Hiogo 
and Coutral police stations. 

About eight o'clock on the evening of 
the 27th ult. a Japanese passenger steamer 
bound from Osaka to Kobe rau down a junk 
laden with cattle, cutting her completel 
down to the water's edge, ‘fhe junk hw 
on board, when the collision tuok place, 
nine head of cattle, aud was making its 
way into Ohno to dischargo them there. 
Immediately the steamer struck the junk 
all the beasts were precipitated into the 
water, and out of the nine only one 
escaped to the shore alive. ‘wo others 
were recovered soon after the accident, but 
they were dead when brought ashore. 
‘The Japanese bled them instantly upon the 
beach, and on the following morning the 
earonsses were dressed and carried away to 
the butcherie 

On the afternoon of Saturday, the rd 
inst., a dispute arose between the second and 
first mates of the American ship Centennial, 
lying in the harbour. A fight ensued, in 
which the second mate got the worst of it. 
He then got a revolver and fired five shots 
at his antagonist, three of which struck 
him, inflicting injuries from which he dicd 
before medical assistance could be obtained. 
The steward of the ship alao received one 
of the bullets in the knee, but the injury 
inflicted, though serious, was not of a 
dangerous nature. The second mate was 
apprehended, and in the evening an inquest 
was held on the body of the first mate by 
J. Stahel, Esq., U.S. Consul, but at his 
request, the News refrains from publishing 
a report of the proceedings. On the 8th 
inst., the second rate, whose name is Wil- 
liam Drinkelle, was brought up at the U.S. 
Consular Court, before J. Stahel, Esq., and 
Messrs. J. F. Gorham, J. A. Weed, R. H. 
Davis and R. G, Walsh, Associates, charged 
with feloniously firing a pistol at O. H. 
Abbott, late first mate on board the Centen- 
nial, and inflicting wounds from which he 
died. Several witnesses wore examined, 
after whichthe enquiry was adjourned till 
the 9th inst. 

‘Lhe News reports that on the afternoon 
of the 7th instant there was a disturbance 
between some soldiers and the polico on 
‘Aioibashi. It appears that some of the 
former got on the parapets of the bridge as 
a train was passing, and as this is contrary 
to regulations, they were politely told by a 
policeman that they must not stand there. 
But they only laughed at the policeman, 
and tried to foree him over to the western 
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end of the bridge. An alarm was raised, 
and the whole of the police force who 
were in the adjacent station went to’ the 
assistance of their comrade. ‘Then about 
200 soldiers came to the spot, and for about 
an hour there was a great disturbance, the 
traffic on the street being blocked. ‘The 
officers of the troops at length managed to 
draw off their men. None of the police 
received any serious hurt, but several of 
the soldiers were wounded, some of them 
by their comrades, presumably by accident. 

‘A sad fatality has occurred at Miki. Some 
troops were manceuvering there when four 
soldiers, whilst retreating backwards, fell 
into a hidden well. Three of the poor 
fellows died before they could be rescued, 
one only being taken out alive. It is stated 
that the top of the well was overgrown with 
some rank weeds and grass, and was there- 
fore unobserved until the accident took 
place. 

‘The tea crop is good this year, in con- 
sequence of the weather having been fine. 
New teas from Kishin will be brought to 
market in a few days, and the merchants of 
Kobe and Osaka have sent their servants 
there to make their purchases. ‘The Totomi 
tea will be brought here about the 20th 
instant, and that from Iga and Ise at about 
the end of the month. 

At the annual general meeting of the 
Kobe Cricket Club, Mr. T. R, Shervinton 
was re-elected President, Mr. A. H. Groom 
was elected Captain, and Messrs. H. Lucas, 
R. Hughes and T. C. Thornicraft, Com: 
mittee-men for the current season, 

‘A spring of kerosone oil has been dis- 
covered in Bingo, and some members of 
the Minseisha, Osaka, have gone down to 
examine it. 

‘The construction of a road between Kobe 
and Arima will be commenced in a fow 
days. Its cost will be about 3,000 yen. 











YOKOHAMA. 

‘The Herald says:—As indicative of the 
peaceful aspect of affairs in Japan in 
comparison with the dubious condition of 
Chine, so far as foreigners are concerned, 
it may mentioned that just now there is 
not a single man-of-war in harbour other 
than Japanese, a circumstance that has not 
occurred since 1859. 

‘From the same paper we learn that the 
Jockey Club is defunct, and the “Nippon 
Race Club” reigns in its stead. ‘The last 
meeting of the former body was such a bur- 
lesque on racing that it was felt that it must 
necessarily be the last under that régime, 
and surely enough the Jockey Club died 
from sheer inanition, and sank into a 
well-merited grave unregretted even by its 
originators. It was at first feared that 
racing would scarcely recover from the 
blow it had sustained, but a number of 
gentlemen took the matter in hand. The 
result has been that the foundation of a 
new club has been laid under most favour- 
able auspices, and on a basis which will 
enable the sport to be carried on as it 
should be. ‘The Spring Meeting is fixed 
for the 26th, 27th and 28th May. 

‘Twenty summonses have been issued 
from H.B.M.’s Court for Japan against 
British subjects who had not registered 
themselves in accordance with the provisions 
of the China and Japan Order in Council ; 
but not a single case has come on for trial, 
proceedings having been stayed in con 
sequence of the parties having registered 
themselves before the time appointed for 
the hearing. The only penalty to which 
they have been subjected, has been the 
payment of $1 for the summons in each case. 

‘Two tramways, one from Shinbashi to 
Asakusa, and the other from Shinbashi to

ABSTRACT OF PEKING GAZRTTES. 


March 20th.—(1) Chang Yiin-ch'ing, 
Literary Chancellor of Chékiang, reports 
that his elder brother, who has been away 
on leave for some time, has now returned 
to Chékiang, in which province he is an 
expectant of office, and he requests His 
‘Majesty's instructions as to the necessity or 
otherwise of his “respectful withdrawal,” 
Referred to the Board concerned, 

(2) Li Wén-min, Governor of Kiangsi, 
reports the execution of some’ braves, dis- 
banded from Hankow, who robbed a house 
in Té-hua Hsien near Kinkiang, wounded the 
owner, and abducted his niece, whom they 
defiled. The circumstances are as follows 
Pino Ch'un-yi was a native of Mien-men 
Hsien in Hupeh, Chén Hung-ching and 
Hsiao Lien-sin were natives of (iG Yang 
Hsien in the same province. They had 
all served in the gatrison at Hankow as 
irregulars, but were dismissed somo 
time since for neglect of duty. In July 
1879, Chén Huny-ching being reduced to 
great poverty, stole a small boat with the 

of Hsiao Lien-sin from an 
individual whose name he did not know, and 
took it to Hankow with the intention of 
ingit there. Inthe beginning of August, 
Piao Ch’m-yi met the pair and some others 
who are still at large, and proposed that 
they should rob a certain farmer in Té-hua 
Hsien, who, he understood, had just got 
his corn on to the threshing-floor. They 






























-| agreed to help him, and on the same day 


the party, five in all, embarked at Hankow 
in the boat Chén Hung-ching had stolen, 
and in tho course of three or four days 
wrrived off Ch'ens-tzii Chén, a town on tho 
river's bank, where they anchored. Piao 
Chiun-yi then. went ashore to. prospect, 
and found that Chu Chih-ch’ih, the 
farmer they proposed to rob, lived in 
an isolated house near a village called 
Kuo-chia ‘Ts'un, and that there was 
every facility for carrying their project 
into’ effect. He accordingly retuned to 
the boat, and told his comrades that they 
had better commit the robbery the same 
night. ‘They accordingly armed themselves 
with sticks, slow matches, and torches, and 
made for Chu Chih-ch'ih’s house, which 
they reached about the second’ watch. 
They kicked open the entrance gate and 
thus got into the courtyard, where they 
began to pillage. Chu Chik-ch'ih awoke 
and called out to know what they were 
about, but when Piao Ch’un-yi told him 
to be quiet, he was so afraid that he did 
not venture to utter a sound, ‘The robbers 
then set to work to steal the clothes, 
bedding, &c., in the house, and as they 
could find no money they hunted about 
for it in all the rooms. While doing so, 
Pino Ch'un-yi canght sight of Chu’s niece, 
who had withdrawn to a back room, and 
seeing that she was young determined to 
carry her off and seil her. He asked the 
others to help him, but the young woman 
ran off when they attempted to lay hold of 
her. Her mother and Chu ran forward to 
stop her pursuers, one of whom pushed 
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the old woman aside, while another hit her 
over the arm with the back of his sword, 
anid a third seized the young woman and 
carried her away on his shoulders to the 
boat, shutting her up in the hold. The 
same night she was raped by Piao Ch'un- 
i, who told her he would kill her if she 
jared to resist or utter a sound, so she 
was obliged to yield to him. On the 
following morning the boat was passing 
‘a place called Ching-chiang K’ou, when it 
was seized by a gunboat from Té-hua Hsien, 
and Piso Chun-yi and the two whose 
names are given above were captured. The 
jumped overboard and swan away. 
The woman, the boat, and the plunder 
were sent to the Taotai. A trial was held 
in due course, and the case being clearly 
established against the prisoners, they were 
summarily decapitated." The woman has 
been restored to her husband, and the 
plunder to the rightful owner, 

March 21st.—(1) Ching Jui, Superinten- 
dent of the Imperial Mausolea, recommends 
‘an officer for a post in the Buttery Office 
attached to the Yi Ling or Mausoleum of 
the Emperor K’ien Lung.

General of the Two Kuang and theGovernor 
of Kuangtung requesting that the ex-Magis- 
trate of Hsin-hsing Haien in the latter 
province, who was recently called upon to 
retire from the public service, may be 
cashiered and placed on his trial for arbi- 
trary conduct in connection with the re- 
measurement of land for taxation, A certain 
rogion in the district in question, which 
had been abandoned many years ago by the 
alias, had boon taken possession of by the 
‘punti population, and the taxes being paid 
in a very irregular manner, the Magistrate 
‘obtained permission to establish a registra- 
tion office for the re-assessment of the land. 
‘The plan did not succeed, and he was called 
‘upon to survey the land in the usual manner. 
‘At this period the Magistrate under discus- 
sion succeeded to the post, and instead of 
carrying out the matter in a careful mann 
deputed a certain notable who was on bad 
terms with some of tho people in the 
istrict in question to go and survey the 
land. ‘The people would not allow him to 
proceed with his survey, whereupon i 
reported their contumacy to the Magistrate, 
who issued warrants for the atrest of the 
recalcitrants, When the runners appeared 
on the scene with these warrants, the 
people, thinking they were forged by the 
notable, beat the runners and locked them 
up, and would not let the warrants be 
served. The Magistrate, instead of going 
to the place himself with an armed forco, 
sent one of his servants with soldiers and 
braves, who, being under no control, con- 
ducted themselves in a most arbitrary and 
tyrannical manner. When it was dis- 
covered that the warrants were genuine, the 
pegele sent the servers of them, whom they 

id forcibly detained, back to’ the Magis- 
tracy under charge of two notables from 
the place. These notables were thrown 
into prison and kept there indefinitely until 
the Magistrate thought fit to hold an 
enquiry, with the result that they died in 
confinement. Granted by decreo estlier 
issued. . 

March 22nd.—The whole of this day’s 
Gazette is occupied by a memorial from Ting 
Pao-chén, Governor of Szechuen, reporting 
the revult of a scrutiny of the accounts 
of Ts'ai Féng-nien, an ex-Salt Intendant, 
whom he had previously denounced for 
irregularities and frauds in connection 
with the administration of the salt gabelle 
in his province. The examining committee, 
which was composed of the Financial 
Commissioner, Provincial Judge, the acting 
Salt Intendant, and two expectant Taotais, 
held their sittings in the Salt Intendant’s 
office, and caused all the books to be 
prodiiced for their inspection. Theso were 
scrutinised with great minuteness, and a 
system of deliberate frauds was discovered 
extending over a number of years. Space will 
not allow of following in detail the Gover- 




































nor-General’s report, which goes into each 
separate case with wearisome minuteness. 
It was found that in some instances 

had been erased and others substituted ; in 
others that the accounts were falsified by 
the insertion of figures, or, again, that 
licenses had been issued twice over, together 
with numerous forgeries of a similar 
nature. In short, the enquiry resulted in 
acomplete establishment of the Governor- 
General’s case against Ts'ai Féng-nien. In 
commenting on the conduct of Ts'ai Féng- 
nien at the close of his long array of 
proofs, the memorialist observes that while 
it must be admitted that the frauds in con- 
nection with the Szechuen salt trade are 
not of recent growth, it is nevertheless the 
case that the ex-Taotai has, during his 
three years of office, gone beyond his 
predecessors in the lensths to which he 
‘has carried his irregularities, and his con- 
duct admits of no excuse, so that were the 
fall penalty which the law permits to be 
inflicted upon him he would receive no more 
thanhis deserts. At the same time, his delin- 
quencies have only been brought to light in 
consequence of the necessity that presented 
itself of thoroughly investigating the whole 
salt system, with a view to drawing up 
regulations ‘that should check the abuses 
in connection with its administration that 
have been the growth of many years. 
While, therefore, his offence is one that 
the law cannot overlook, as he was not the 
originator of the frauds that have now been. 
brought to light, the memorialist would 
humbly intercede for merey on his behalf, 
and beg His Majesty to condone the past, 
and inflict only a penalty which shall serve 
as a warning to future delinquents, an end 
that will, he considers, be met by the 
infliction of the sentence of banishment into 
military servitude upon Ts’ai Féug-nien. 
He would further suggest that he be 
allowed a period of six months within 
which to make good his defalcations. The 
memorial concludes with a postscript in 
which the Governor-General solicits the 
infliction of a penalty upon himself for 
his carelessness in having allowed the same 
number to be affixed twice over to different 
licenses. _Rescript :—Let the Board con- 
cerned deliberate and report. 

March 23rd.—(1) Memorial from Li 
Fiéng-pao, Minister to Germany by Imperial 
‘appointment, who has a button of the second 
ge, the brevet rank of Director of a 

inor Court of the third grade, and whose 
name is recorded for an appointment to the 
post of Superintendent of Maritime Ous- 
toms. In the regulations for the manage- 
ment of missions to foreign countries, sub- 
mitted to His Majesty by the Tsung-li Ya- 
mén, there is a clause to the effect that the 
termn of office for Ministers proceeding to 
foreign countries shall be three years, 
dating from the time of their arrival in the 
country to which they are accredited ; and 
that the Secretaries, Consuls, Interpreters, 
and other members of their statf, shall 
also serve with them for terms of three 
years, on the expiration of which period 
they ‘shall be reported to his Majesty for 
the bestowal of marks of distinction. Should 
a Minister be changed before his term of 
three years has expired, “his staf are at 
liberty to please themselves [as to whether 
they return with him ‘or continue 
at their post. In the latter case] the 
succeeding Minister shall, on the expiration 
of their three years of ‘service, counting 
from the date of their arrival in the country 
in which they are serving, if he finds they 
have conducted their duties in a manner 
that has not been detrimental to the inter- 
ests of the public service, severally recom- 
mend them to His Majesty for the bestowal 
‘of marks of distinction. ‘These regulations 
were approved by Imperial decree, and the 
memorialist has now to report that one of 
his staff, Liu Fu-yii, an expectant Prefect, 
was on the application of Kuo Sung-tao, 
Minister to England, and his colleague, 
transferred from [the province in which he 
was then serving] to the foreign service to 
































be employed in a clerical capacity. He 
arrived in England on the 4th of January, 
1876, and in November, 1877, was trans: 
ferred to Berlin on the application of 
Liu Hsi-hung, Minister to Germany. In 
November, 1878, the memorialist was 
honoured with His Majesty’s commands to 
act as Minister to Germany, and in a 
postscript to his memorial [acknowledging 
this decree] he reported that he had detained 
Liu Fu-yii on his staff. From the 4th of 
January, 1876, the date of his arrival in 
England, to the 19th of December, 1879, 
exclusive of intercalary moons, the pre- 
scribed term of office was completed by the 
officer in question, and it is the duty of the 
memorialist, in conformity with the regula- 
tions, to apply to His Majesty for the 
bestowal of a distinction upon him. He 
would observe that Liu Fu-yii, when 
attached to the stath of Kuo Sung-tao in 
England, and afterwards in Germany, had 
‘at first to carry on the clerical duties of 
both missions ‘single-handed. Since the 
application of the memorialist for his 
retention upon his staff, he has continued 
to display the same diligence and care in 
the performance of his duties that he did 
at the beginning of his term, and has never 
et impeded the public business. His 
labours during the past three years, taken 
in connection with his long journey 
across the ocean, constitute merit of no 
ordinary kind, and the memorialist would 
suggest that Liu Fu-yii, the officer in ques- 
tion, who is an expectant Prefect, may 
be absolved from the necessity of awaiting 
selection in the class to which he belongs, 
and may be allowed to be attached to the 
Board as a'Taotai for prompt selection upon. 
the occurrence of a vacancy. The memori- 
alist would further observe that he has 
not many officers on his staff, and that Liu 
Fu-yii, from the assistance he has rendered 
in different capacities, has gradually become 
acquainted with the work of the mission. 
He proposes therefore to continue to 
retain him for duty in Germany. Rescript : 
—Let the Board of Civil Oltice consider 
and report. 

March 24th-25th. — The whole of the 
Gazette for these two days is occupied with 
a memorial from the Board of Revenue on 
the subject of financial reform, the decree 
in answer to which appeared on the 6th 
inst, The memorialists introduce their 
remarks with a reference to an ancient 
maxim that the way to anticipate trouble is 
to take timely precautions to prevent it, 
and, again, that to consider income with 
reference to expenditure is a general 
principle of financial economy. In the 
‘commencement of the reign of Hsien Féng, 
when repairs to river works had to be 
undertaken on a large scale, followed by a 
succession of military operations againat the 
rebels, the reserve fund at the command of 
the Imperial Exchequer became exhausted, 
and from that time until the reign of un; 
Chih, subsidies due to the capital ha 
annually to be advanced [to the provinces], 
the amount of these advances gradually 
increasing until they reached as high a figure 
as Tis. 8,000,000, and there was no surplus 
revenue whatsoever. At the present time, 
the surplus in the hands of the Government 
is small, and although the revenue is sufi- 
cient to carry on the ordinary administra- 
tion of the Empire, any unforeseen crisis 
requiring increased ‘expenditure would at 
once upset the equilibrium of the financial 
system. The memorialists, who areentrusted 
with the administration’ of the finances of 
the Empire, feel it incumbent on them to 
proceed with the caution that marks the 
movements of one who treads upon thin 
ice, and to take timely precautions before 
the rain arrives. The sums allotted to the 
various provinces are, however, so numerous 
and complicated, that they have to be 
extremely careful in the suggestions they 
bring forward lest they should lose sight of 
one point while attempting to regulate 
another. The scheme of financial reform 
which they now propose has for its object, 
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first, the re-organisation of those sources 
of income that already exist, and, next, 
the postponement of all expenditure which 
can advantageously be delayed. They 
divide their proposals into ten separate 
headings, which they proceed to lay before 
His Majesty :— 

1 .e Tecovery of waste land through- 
out the Empire. In the month of Novem- 
ber, 1879, the memorialists in their report 
on the suggestions of Wang Hsien-ch’ien, 
Reader of the Han-lin, with reference to 
administrative reform, requested that the 
provincial high authorities might be called. 
‘upon to forward returns of all unoccupied 
or deserted land in their respective 
jurisdictions within the space of three 
months, drawing up regulations at the 
same time for the encouragement of settlers 
upon these deserted holdings, with a 
view to restoring the revenue from land 
to the amount at which it used to be 
assessed. Land is wealth, and the taxes 
on land form the natural income of 
a country. If land be abandoned, there- 
fore, the source of wealth is diminished, 
and’ the reclamation of deserted land 
becomes the first essential in a scheme 
for the development of the resources of the 
Empite. In Kiangsu, Chékiang, and An- 
hui, the provinces that are particularly 
renowned for the fertility of their revenue, 
there are at the present time large tracts 
of deserted land, with the result that the 
recvipts on account of land-tax diminish 
year by year, Of late, too, famine has 
carried off large numbers of the population 
in Shahsi and Shénsi, or driven them else- 
where in search of subsistence. Strenuous 
efforts should also be made in those provinces 
to bring the country again undercultivation. 
The memorialists request, therefore, that 
‘His Majesty will ayain issue a decree in 
the terms of the previous one, calling for 
returus of deserted land from all the 
provitices. Those in which no waste land 
exists are also to forward returns to that 
effect, as it is a common practice for the local 
authorities, notables or others, to take 
advantage of a general cry of dearth to 
obtain remission of taxes in places where 
there is no necessity for the extension of 
this privilege, ‘The returns should be 
accompanied by schemes for the re-oceupa- 
tion of abandoned holdings, or the opening 
‘up of waste lands, 

2.—Reform in the organisation of the 
‘Huai-an salt trade. The propositions under 
this heading are in substance as follows = 
Tn the reign of Tav Kuang, the sale of salt 
was conducted by salt merchants who were 
permitted to purchase at a fixed rate and 
soll at a certain profit, the privilege being 
handed down from father to son. When 
the rebollion occurred, these merchants fell 
off or disappeared, and on the re-capture of 
‘Nanking, the Governor-General Tsing Kuo- 
fan, in order to revive the trade, extended 
the permission to sell salt to a certain 
number of merchants who were willing to 

ay Tis. 400 for a license. It was not 
Intended that the license should confer the 
privilege of trading in perpetuity, but it 
has been so regarded by the merchants 
who took out the licenses, many of whom 
have sold these licenses for as much as 
over a lac of taels, while others let them 
out at an annual rent of Tis. 1,000, thus 
securing a perpetual income for themselves 
and their posterity. It is now proposed 
that an annual fee of Tis. 1000, Tis. 800, 
or Tis. 600, as the case may be, shall be 
demanded from the holders of these 
licenses, who shall still be at liberty 
to sub-let their privilege. The fees thus 
derived shall form a fund to be deposited 
in the Board of Revenue, which shall not 
be tonched on any consideration whatever, 
being considered as a reserve against extra- 
ordinary expenditure. 

3.—A thorough scrutiny of the revenue 
from the native Customs. The native 
Customs have always been assessed at a 
fixed rate, this assessment being placed 
to the credit of the Board of Revenue. 







































‘When “foreign Custom-houses” were added 
as a [partial] substitute for the native Cus- 
toms [as regards duty on cargo in foreign 
vessels], and lekin stations were increased, 
the revenue from the native Customs fell 
off considerably. ‘This may be accounted 
for either by the fact that when military 
operations were in progress, and lekin 
collectorates and barriers were every- 
where. established, it was” impossible 
[in every case] to resume taxation [at the 
| old Customs Stations}; or, again, though 
taxation was resumed, the receipts were 
comparatively small. It is argued by some 
that though the revenue from the native 
Customs has fallen off, that from the 
foreixn Customs has so increased that in the 
aggregate the receipts from the two together 
show an increase on the income of former 
years, Bo thatasit may, theconditions under 
Which the two establisliments are conducted. 
are decidedly different. Commissioners of 
Customs are specially appointed to [each] 
foreign Customs establishment, which 
provides in addition registers and returns 
of receipts, so that, naturally, no such evil 
practice as the falsification of receipts can 
exist. The annual deficits that ocour at 
the native establishments, such, for 
instance, as those of Huai-an, Yang-chow, 
in-ch’ing, Kan-kuan, ete., are attributable 
to certain obvious and well-known causes. 
As regards the native Customs at Canton, 
Foochow, Shanghai, and Ningpo, however, 
their assessments are low, and the arena they 
respectively embrace are extensive, a fact 
that is also obvious and well-known to all. 
Besides these there are numerous stations 
in other provinces presided over by Taotais 
or Prefects, deputies of the Provincial 
Government, the conditions of which vary, 
some [doubtless being] in a condition of 
decay while others are flourishing, and 
amongst thom are by no means a few which 
are noted for the surplus they yield over 
and above the assessment [which is appro- 
priated by the agent in charge.] The Board 
is not unable to make extensive and 
thorough enquiry, as in the case of Shan-hai 
Kuan, which has been recently re-assessed ; 
or to effect a scrutiny like that carried out 
by the late Governor of Kuangtung, Chiang 
‘ili, at Tai-p'ing Kuan, with a view to 
the ‘adoption of new regulations [with 
regard to their assessment.] But in: con- 
sideration of the fact that the provinces 
cannot dispense with a certain amount of 
pecuniary aid in the administration of their 
respective governments, it would not be 
expedient to “drain the river to catch the 
fish,” as such a proceeding would approach 
the’ confines of tyranny. Nevertheless, at 
a time of difficulty like the present, it 
behoves Governors-General, Governors and 
Superintendents of Customs, who have 
alike been the recipients of the Imperial 
bounty, to do their very utmost to repay 
these favours. ‘The memorialists therefore 
propose to issue circular instructions 
to every Customs station throughout the 
provinces, calling upon their Superin- 
tendents to aid in the general effort to meet 
the dificulties of the time by remitting 
whatever they really can in excess of their 
regular assessments. On their part, the 
memorialists positively undertake not to 
place such additional remittances to the 
general account, 

4.—The re-organisation of the lekin 
system. The revenue from this tax has 
been decreasing year by year, and although 
the transit duty certificates do, without 
doubt, absorb a certain portion of their in- 
come, still, as there are no fixed assessments, 
it is a matter of certainty that the deputies 
in charge of stations are not guiltless of 
corruption, Isolated as so many of 
these stations aro, and far removed 
from the provincial capital, it is a matter 
of some difficulty to exercise careful 
supervision over them, but_ provincial 
high authorities should be called upon 
to do their best, and should make the 
revenues returned by the deputies in 
charge a test of their integrity. The 



















































difference between the expenses of the, 
various offices is in ittelf an indication of 
the prevalence of corruption, for in some 
instances ten per cent. on the receipts is 
charged, in others eight, and so on, whilo 
in some, no percentage is charged at all for 
salaries and expenses. ‘The agents should. 
be called upon to produce the whole of 
their receipts, and ten per cent. should bo, 
set aside for office expenses. All potty and 
minor lekin stations should be abolished. 
As regards lekin on foreign opium (or 
opium generally), ‘this is levied by the 
catty, aud the memorialists hear. that 
a practice prevails amongst [the deputies in} 
the south-eastern provinces of reporting 
only half, or in some instances as little as 
thirty cent. of the duty levied. So large a 
fraud on the revenue demands the establish~ 
ment of regulations which shall secure a 
knowledge of the actual amount levied, 
Lekin on salt, too, requites re-adjustment, 

5.—The proper settlemerit of accounts 
between in-coming and out-going territorial 
officials. Arrangements should be made by 
which out-going officialsshould be compelled 
under penalty to make good all deficits in 
their public accounts when leaving a gub- 
stautive or acting post, and provincial high 
authorities should be punished when they 
fail to denounce defaulters under thei 
jurisdiction. 

6.—The exercise of greater strictness in 
the submission of returns of land and other 
taxes by proviucial high authorities, By 
regulation theso returns should be sent in by 
acertain date, and all territorial authorities 
who have failed to remit the sums at which 
their jurisdictions are respectively assessed 
are liable to the infliction of a penalty. 
Lapse of time has caused yrent lnxity in 
the carrying out of the reguiation referred 
to, and it is now requested thnt it may be 
enwuciated afresh with a view to showing 
territorial authorities that they cannot, ag 
heretofore, evade tho penalties which, 
dilatoriness in the remittance of taxes 
entails. 
—The remittance to Peking of the 
savings made on the reduction of anti- 
extortion allowances, Some twenty years 
ago, the anti-extortion allowances of civil 
and military officials above cortain grades 
were reduced in the following proportions :—

The economy thus effected, which repre- 
sented an annual income of Tis. 900,000 and 
upwards, was devoted to military expondi- 
ture. The pacification of the Empire has: 
now diminished the demand for military 
expenditure, and it is suggested that the 
provincial ‘high authorities, with the 
exception of those in Yiinnan, Kueichow, 
and Kansu, be called upon to remit the 
amounts they respectively save on anti- 
extortion allowances to Peking, the new 
arrangoment to take effect from the spring 
of the present year. 
8.—That the remittance of “reduced 
per centage” from the provinces shall 
be insisted upon. ‘The history of this 
reduced per centage” is as follows 
the reign of Yung Chéng, large deficiencies 
wore discovered in the Treasury of the 
Board of Revenne, and a decree was issued 
calling upon the provincial governments to 
supplement their annual contributions to 
the capital by an increase of Tis, 2.5 per 
cont. which increase was to go towards su 
plying the deficit that had been discovered. 
At the end of eight years this deficit- 
twas paid off, and the supplementary con- 
tribution was reduced by one hali, that 
is, to Tis. 1.25 per cent, and instead of 
being remitted to the capital it was ordered> 
to be retained in the various provincial 





























treasuries-as a fund in case of energency. 
In the reign of Tao Kuang it was decreed: 
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that the supplement should once more be 
remitted to-the capital, but it has never 
yet been paid in full; s0 far indeed from 
the full amount, that a computation of the 
deficit up to the end of 1879 shows a 
debt from the provincial governments of 
‘Tis. 1,970,000, a portion of which has been 
borrowed, or retained for local expenditi 
as'the case may be. Were the chien p'ing 
subsidy paid in full, an annual income of 
Tis. 740,000 would’ be received by the 
Board, but what with loans and local wants, 
the debt owing by several provinces is too 
large to be paid off at once, while in some, 
Shansi for instance, it would be unfair to 
press hardly upon’ them. They propose 
therefore, that all provinces which have a 
portion of this mouey at their disposal 
shall be called upon to pay their debt or 
what portion of it they have funds to meet, 
while all provinces that are not authorised 
to detain this fund shall be called upon to 
remit it each year with strict punctuality. 
9.—The postponement of all public works 
that are not of pressing importance. Repairs 
and works that cannot possibly be deferred, 
such as those in connection with the seven 
Great Altars, State Temples, Mausolea, etc., 
must be conducted with strict integrity, and 
the estimates must only cover the actual 
expenditure incurred. 
reful supervision of themonetary 
commutations granted for small stores, silk, 
in, etc., which are estimated for con- 
iderably in excess ‘of the quantity actually 
required. 

{he memorial concludes with a brief 
resumé of the suggestions brought forward, 
and the expression of a hope that the 
provincial governments will identify them- 
selves with the spirit that actuates th 
miemorialists in endeavouring to de 
measures to meet the difficulties of the 
time.

SHANGHAI RECREATION FUND. 

Mr. F. A. Groom, late Secretary and 
Treasurer of the Shanghai Recreation 
Fund, on Tuesday issued his report and 
statement of accounts in connection with 
the Trust for the year ending 31st Decem- 
ber, 1879. ‘Ihe ‘Trustees of the Fund aro 
Meésrs. R. W. Little, Chairman of the 
Municipal Council, F. B. Forbes, Wim. 
Howie, and Ewen Cameron. 

The income of the Fund for the past 
year has fallen short of the estimate owing 
to the collapse of the Base Ball Club, and 
the inability of the Committee of the 
Shanghai Museum to pay interest on the 
Loan to that institution, The Skating 
Club having ceased to exist, no rent has 
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been forthcoming and this item is omitted 
from the estimates for the current year. 

"Whe interest on Loan to the Shanghai 
Museum (Tis. 75) and Shanghai Flower 
Show Committee (Ts. 40) for the year 187 
are still unpaid, thus reducing the balance 
at credit of the Fund on 3lst December, 
1878, to Tis, 281.74, 

‘The low value ruling for Mexican dollars 
hhas again adversely affected the income 
during the year under review. 

During the past year the following ex- 
penditure, not provided for in the estimate 
for 1879, has been sanctioned :—

500.00 
‘The Shanghai Museum is also in want of 
assistance, as shown by the following letter 
from the Honorary Secretary :— 
To the 
‘Trustees or tHE Recreariox Foxp. 


Gexriexex,—A reputation for liberality 
is not always’a very desirable thing, it is 
sure to bring to your door a host of beggars. 
Such is your good ropntation, and beggar 
Lam. But if you can be proud of your 
“renommée,” I am none the less of the 
position I take, for if I come to you asking 
or alms my aim is noble and 1 dare say 
will prove most useful to the Shanghai 
‘community. 

In olden times, Cresars ministered to the 
wants and pleasures of thenation, “ Panem 
et circenses” wore freely given ‘and their 
‘Ministers, if notalways the Emperor himself, 
lent a liberal hand to the advancement of 
Science and Literature. Our ruling body, 
the Municipal Council, does not seem to be 
quite inclined to help in that line and I 











now come to you with better hopes of 
success, based upon the numerous reports 
of your liberality. 

Am I right in Looe J the Recreation 
Fund to help Science and Education? Yes, 
indeed, for 1 could easily prove that scien- 
tific studies are for those who have been 
all day busied with figures, or overtaxing 
their mental energies in the pursuit of 
business and fortune, a real pleasure and 
recreation. I am told you do not only 
contribute to the amusement of the com- 
munity in the way of games, but also to 
its recreation in an ‘intellectual way ; you 
have lately extended your valuable protec- 
tion to the Shanghai Library and, by 80 
doing, saved it from impending ruin; it 
now lives a new life, has become of more 
general use, and, being now opened free 
from charges, it proves an Institution most 
useful to a ‘certain clas of people, who 
seem to take willingly to this kind of 
mental recreation of which it was before 
nearly totally deprived. 

The Museum, with its collection of 
natural productions of the country we live 
in, its picture books on birds, fishes, insects, 
&¢., will, when properly presented to the 
public, become an interesting centre of 
attraction and healthy distraction to scient- 
ists as well as to the general public and 
children, to whose education it will be a 
necessary adjunct. People who have taken 
trouble to sond us specimens will come with 
pleasure to see how they have been disposed 
of, and you know human nature well enough 
to understand how pleased they will be to 
see their names attached to beautiful birds 
or curious specimens, 

Besides numerous visitors, children have 
often already come to the Museum, and, 
when present, I have always been glad to 
explain to them by ocular demonstration 
the meaning of what they had read in their 
text books, or the meaning of the hard 
sounding Greek or Latin names of birds or 
animals. Some of them have been so pleased 
that they have come back a few days af 
bringing with them their friends or their 
younger brothers. I can assure you it was 

tea pleasing and amusing sight to see 
the little ones endeavouring to appear 
learned and to explain, as well as they could 
to each other, the differences between the 
Crocodile and the Alligator as they had been 
taught by “that man there with gold 
spectacles.” You would, had you seen it, 
have called this recreation indeed as well 
as instruction ; to teach by the eye and by 
amusement is one of our aims, and in this 
way does it come under your jurisdiction 
and recommends itself to your generosity. 

‘But the Museum also amuses grown-up 
children. It is becoming more and more an 
institution of public utility, and will prove 
most useful if the plans I proposed the other 
day to the Council of the N.C.B.R.A.S. for 
its onlargement can be carried out. Indeod, 
as it is now, crammed in every way its 
practical use is not one-tenth of what it 
could become easily with a little help or 
protection ; like other Institutions, it wants 
it before it can walk alone. This state of 
affairs shows that we have been successful 
up to now ; tre have grown, the child wants 
more solid food and more room than he was 
at first supposed to want ; at the same time 

stronger and more apt to make himself 
|. Only help him to live and he may, 
he will, one day be of good use to the com- 
munity, and even to the scientific world 
‘at large, and bring much honour on his 
protectors. 

We do not want to ask too much from 
one person or society, but some one must 
begin for ‘money calls money,” they say, 
‘Only give us your worthy support, ani 
Iam sure the British Government, which 
I think has already been applied to, will 
grant us more ground to carry out our 
new proposals. The institution was started 
under its protection, and it is already 
satisfactory to see that we have been able 
to carry out the conditions under which 
that protection was afforded us. 























‘We will not be ungrateful, and we will 
not wait lazily for help to come. Confident 
in the old proverb, “Help thyself and God 
‘will help thee,” we intend to make good 
use of our little abilities, and I will recom- 
mend to the Council of the N.C.B. of the 
R.A.S. some plans destined to aid the 
institution. ‘The most important ‘of them 
is the collection of duplicates of animals, 
minerals, éc., to besold to private collectors, 
but of these plans more will be said later on. 

In conclusion of all this, I hope you will 
consider the Museum as an institution in 
every point well worthy of your support, 
which I feel confident will not be refused.

‘The application was favourably enter- 
tained by the Trustees who are willing to 
assiat an institution ao deserving of aupport 
as soon as the funds at their disposal will 
admit. 

A statement of income and expenditure 
for the current year shows an available 
(estimated) surphis of Tls.~1,600.00, out of 
which must be defrayed the balance due 
to the Hongkong and Shanghai: Bank of 
‘Tis. 820.89, 

The sum of Tis. 1,972.96 has been ox- 
pended during 1879 in repairs and improve- 
ments to the Shanghai Club building ; of 
this amount Tis, 694.62 has been refunded 
by the Club Committee. 

‘The lease of the Cricket Ground, which 
expired on the 31st December, 1879, has 
been renewed for one year. 

Owing to the difficulty in getting mem- 
bers to join the Shanghai Base Ball Club 
during the past season, the Club has ben 
unable to pay rent for the ground, or interest 
on the loan made to them on security of 
the pavilion. It is hoped that during the 
coming season a Junior Oricket Club, or a 
Lawn Tennis Club, may be organised to 

over the lease of the ground and 
pavilion. 

‘Appended to the report is a statement 
of the accounts of the Shanghai Public 
Band, as rendered by the Secretary to Sst 
Decomber, 1879, showing an actual deficit 
on the working for the year of Ts, 1,124.62. 
‘This sum the Trustees have advanced to 
the Committee of the Public Band, and 
have made a further loan of Tis. 375.38 
(making in all Tis. 1,600) to meet the cur- 
rent expenses of the Band and to cover the 
advances made to the bandsmen still out-* 
standing, viz., Tle, 334.84. ‘The loan 40 
made will bear interest at the rate of 6% 
per annum, There is also appended a state- 
ment of accounts of the Provisional Com- 
mittee, of the Public Band, in which are 
included all preliminary and other expenses, 
the cost of instruments, music, uniforms, 
furniture, etc., to cover which the Trustees 
have made a special grant of ‘Tis. 2,050, 
taking over as the property of the Trustees 
the followin; 

Instruments and music taken over from 
the Amateur Wind Instrument Society 
and purchased in Hongkong and Man 
on account of the Public Band, now valued

The Report says:—‘ Although the 
expenses attendant on the establishment of 
a Public Band have pressed heavily on the 
income of the past two years, there is 
probably no means of Public Recreation 
to which the aid of the Fund can be 
more worthily given. The Committee of 
the Band report that the amount of 
support which they have received from 
various public sources, and from the 
general community in the form of sub- 
scriptions to the Garden Concerts, has 
fallen short of their reasonable expecta- 
tions, and that in case their income does 
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not inerease during the current year, the 
bandsmen will have to be sent back to 
‘Manila‘on the expiry of their contracts in 
December next. ‘The expenses will, how- 
ever, be somewhat less than last year, 
whilo the resuscitation of the Philharmonic 
Society, to which the presence of the Band 
has materially contributed, will add to the 
regular income, and the Committee hope 
that the publie appreciation of the three 
garden concerts given weekly during the 
summer- may induce more liberal sub- 
scriptions than in 1879, It would be a 
matter of regret if the efforts of the 
Trustees to assist in giving Shanghai a 
good Public Band should fail from lack of 
sufficient support from the community, as 
it is cortain that the experiment can never 
be made again on such favourable terms.” 

‘The Shanghai Museum is indebted to the 
Trustees to the extent of Tis. 150 represont- 
ing the interest on the loan of Tis, 1,500 
for the years 1878-79. 

‘The loan to the Shanghai Bowling Club 
now stands at Tis, 250, upon which interest 
has been paid to S1st December, 1879. 

The donation of Tis. 500 promised to the 
Shanghai Library is overdue, but will be 

aid from the ‘first monoys coming, in. 

From a statement handed in by the Elon 
Secretary of the Library it appears that 
tho privilege ‘of ‘using the resding room 
has hardly beon availed of by the public to 
the extent that might have been expected. 
It will therefore be for the ‘Trustees to 
consider, whether, under the ciroumstances, 
it is desirable to make any donation for 
the current year, 

‘The Shanghai Flower Show Committee, 
as originally organised, has coased to exist, 
and last year no Flower Show would have 
been hold had it not been for the kind 
assistanco of the ladies, who, after paying 
tho expenses of the show, handed over the 
balance (Tis. 32,30) to the Recreation Fund 
in lion of interest. ‘The Trustees have now 
decided to take over, as the property of the 
Fund, the tent and’ flower stands, which 
can be leased to the Flower Show Committee 
or other public institutions wishing to make 
use of them, 

‘A loan of Tis. 1,000, bearing interest at 
5%, was mado to the Gountry Club on the 
Ist May last repayable within six months 
after the opening of the Club. This loan, 
with interest due thereon, has been repaid.

The Hon, Secretary, Mr, F. A. Gnoos, 
submitted the accounts of the Trust for 
the year 1878, which were duly passed. 

. Harr intimated that he had received 

a letter from Mr. Groom, tendering his 

resignation as Hon. Secretary of the Shang- 

hai Recreation Fund. 

Mr. Gnoox’s resignation was accepted, 
and Mr. Hart then remarked that he was 
certain the Trustees in doing so felt much 
regret that circumstances should have arisen 
to call for this step, after his long con- 
nection with the Trust, and the very 
admirable manner in which, mainly through 
his exertions, it had been raised from a 
Jow point to one equal if not superior to 
its original position. He (Mr. Hart) there- 
fore proposed a vote of thanks to Mr. 
Groom for the able way in which he had 
Aigeharged the duty of Hon. Secretary. 

‘Mr. Jounsoy, after some complimentary 
remarks coinciding in what Mr. Hart had 
said, seconded the resolution, which was 

reed to, and further it was desired. to 
place it on record. 

‘A conversation took place as to the period 
of publishing the annual accounts, and it 
was decided that in future they should be 











brought out in time to admit of their 
being circulated with the report of the 
‘Municipal Council. 

In order to fill the vacancy caused by the 
resignation of Mr. Groom, it was resolved 
that in future the Secretary to be 
appointed should receive salary. Mr. Hart 
mentioned that Mr. Alex. Thurburn was 
willing to accept the appointment, and the 
‘Trustees thereupon unanimously agreed to 
give it to him. "Salary to be from ls. 300 
to Tis. 400 per annum, but of this, the 
amount to be borne by the Recreation 
Fund will be fixed at a consultation between 
the Trustees and the Committee of the 
Public Band.

UNDOCKING OF THE SS, “‘ LOMBARDY.” 

It will doubtless be remembered that 
when the P. & 0. S. N. Co.’s steamer 
Lombardy arrived at Shanghai on the 27th 
of February she had sustained some 
damage by touching on a rock on Mor- 
rison Island on her voyage from Hong- 
kong. She went into the Old Dock for 
repairs on the 10th of March, a delay 
of several days beiny occasioned by 
the lowness of the tides. ‘The stem 
was found to be broken and the new 
portion, afixed began at about the 15-feet 
fine and went back about twelve ‘ frames.” 
Tt was all in one piece and weighed about 
two tons. Nine “frames” of wrought iron 
@ in. x 34 in.) were broken on each side. 
Four iron plates were carried away and at 
least a dozen more were broken. All these 
of course have been replaced. — Altogether 
the total weight of iron used in the repairs 
is estimated at about seven tons, ‘Two 
or three days have elapsed sinco they 
were completed, the state of the tides 
having kept the steamer in dock now, as 
it kept her out before. ‘The steamer was 
the largest ever docked in this port and 
the event was felt to be of somewhat 
moro than ordinary interest. ‘The success 
that attended the carrying out of the 
arrangements showed that they had been 
made with care and judgment. Shortly 
after noon the vessel was seen to be afloat ; 
at 12.17 the caisson being removed, sho 
gradually floated outwards until her stern 
Projected perhaps thirty fest from the 
jock entrance. Here she was kept station- 
ary for about three-quarters of an hour 
in consequence of the velocity of the tide. 
Tt had been decided that four tugs should 
pull her out, working in pairs. One 
consisted of the Samson. and the Fullee, 
which had a wire hawser; and the other 
pair, the Fokelin and the Rocket, had a 
Manila one. The cables were each about 
100 fathoms in length. ‘These were attached 
to the starboard side of the steamer as the 
tide was flood. The Samson and the Fuklee 
had the cable nearest the stern. A fow 
minutes after one o'clock the tugs were 
set in motion, the Samson and Fullee 
towing across ‘the river, and the other 
two heading down the river. In five 
minutes the Lombardy was clear of the 
Dock, and she then swung round with her 
stern up stream. ‘The Fokelin and Rocket 
than began to tow her down, being as nearly 
as could be judyed about two points on her 
starboard bow, the other two being ‘ broad 
off” on the same side. A somewhat 
sensational element was now introduced 
into the proceedings. The steamer had 
gone stern first up the river for perhaps a 
hundred yards, and in tow of the tugs 
was returning. Immediately below the 
Old Dock, the steamer. Strathmore lay 
alongside the Hongkew Wharf and abreast 

















of her lay the C.M.S.N. Co.’s steamer 


Tahyew and the Danish steamer H. C. 
Grsted. As the Lombardy was procees 
ing down the river she almost came 
in collision with the last-named vessel. 
The men on board of her showed their 
apprehensions by a considerable display of 
activity, but the Fokelin and Rocket sud- 
denly changed their course and turned 
across the river. Fortunately the Samson 
and Fublee were already towing powerfully 
at the steamer from their position, and the 
momentary danger was speedily averted, 
As it was, the Lombardy passed within a 
very few feet of the Danish steamer, but 
did not touch her. She then proceeded 
to the Lower Buoy. 

Mr. ©. P. Blethen, of tho firm of Messrs. 
8. ©. Farnham & Go., had the manage: 
ment of the process of undocking, and as 
soon as the steamer had safely passed tho 
H. ©. Orsted, he was surrounded by his 

nds, who tendered him their doublo 
congratulations ; first, on account of the 
Lombardy's safe exit from the Old Dock, 
and second, for the narrow escape that 
she had from collision with the Danish 
vessel. Great credit was certainly reflected 
on all concerned by the way in which 
everything was done. 

‘The Lombardy had hardly got safely 
away, when the Chinese gunboat Pao Shun 
came’ down the river to take the place sho 
had just vacated, and she was safely docked 
by about two o'clock. 














THE LATE HON. HOH AH KAY WHAMPOA, 
8.6. MLC. 


(Straits Times.) 

Singapore has lost one of its most emi 
worthies, of whom any community might 
be proud. ‘The Honourable Hoh Ah Kay 
Whampoa, C.M.G., M.L.C., and Consul 
for Russia, China, and Japan, died on tho 
morning of the 27th March, Hislife was not 
an eventful one, yet his name and fame 
have been of world-wide celebrity for the 
last thirty or forty years. Adopted as a 
son by his uncle, he ‘succeeded him in his 
business in 1836, and by his shrewdness 
and industry soon became one of the 
wealthiest and most substantial of tho 
Chinese residents in tho place. As con- 
tractor for the British and other navies, 
which he was for many years, he was 
brought much into contact with the 
naval officers not only of England but 
of every other nation almost throughout 
the world visiting these seas, and his name 
may be said to have become almost a house- 
hold word in the mouths of naval officers 
of all nationalities for his never-failin 
courtesy and gonial hospitality, to whic 
royalty itself in the persons of the Duke of 
Edinburgh, the Grand Duke of Russia, the 
Duke of Genoa, and Princes of Germany, 
who were Mr.’ Whampos’s guests, paid 
graceful tributes. ‘There is not perhaps a 
naval officer in the British service who has 
not heard of Whampoa, from the midship- 
man to the grey-haired Admiral, and among 
his warmest friends we may mention the 
names of Admirals Hope, King, and 
Keppell. Not a stranger came to the place 
but had heard of Whampoa and must go to 
see his house and gardens and menagerie, 
which for a long time formed the only 
sight worth seeing in Singapore. There is 
not a book of travel touching on Singapore 
within the thirty years but mentions his 
name, and the news of his death will be 
heard of with regret by numerous friends 
in Europe aud America, 

Bis services to the public here in the 
place which he made his life-long abode, 
from which he never stirred, were great 
and numerous, and being well known it 
is needless to dilate upon them. * * * 
His appointment as one of the un- 
official members of the Council in 1867 
was hailed with general approval, and the 
same feeling was expressed when he was 
named in 1876 as a Companion of the 
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was a unique distinction, but a happy one 
and well-merited. His later appointments 
as Conaul for Russia, China, and. Japan 
afford further proofs of his cosmopolit 
celebrity and the confidence in his abiliti 
and integrity inspired. His decease will 
cause a great blank in the community which 
will not be readily filled up in the Colony, 
but his name has been inscribed indelibly 
in its annals, and his memory will not be 
easily forgotten, He has died—if not full 
of years, for he was only 64—at least of 
honours, and he leaves behind him a name 
and reputation of which relatives and 
friends may well be proud. 








THE FOREIGN TRADE IN JAPAN. 
(Daily Chronicle.) 

Tho barrier of exclusiveness which has 
for centuries cut off the Empire of Japan 
from intercourse with the rest of the world 
is being gradually broken down, and the 
Japanese, emerging from their self-imposed 
obscurity, aro beginning to take their proper 

Jace among the trading communities of the 
t. ‘Lhe difficulties which beset each 
‘and every attempt to establish commercial 
relations with a people so retired, so averse 
to the entranco of the foreigner into their 
country as the Japanese, are well known to 
all students of history.’ The struggle was 
long and severe. Not only had the per- 
sistent opposition of the Government to be 
overcome ; but the unwillingness of the 
people themselves to foster any intercourse 
with the outside world formed a serious 
bar to the formation and development of an 
external trade. Convinced at last of the 
impossibility of holding any longer aloof 
from all other nations, the Japanese 
yielded to the solicitations and demands 
of their more enterprising though somewhat 
obtrusive visitors, and agreed, under certain 
conditions to open their ports to the ships 
of other countries. By degrees a foreign 
tradesprang up. Little by little that trade 
increased, until it has now assumed very 
rospectable proportions. ‘The reports issued 
by the English Consuls stationed in the 
country allagree in describing Japan as being 
in a very flourishing condition. In all the 
consular districts there has been a vast 
development in the imports as well as the 
exports, and trade appears to have recovered 
from the depression under which it laboured 
from 1875 to 1877. This progress would 
undoubtedly have been more marked and 
substantial if there were no official inter- 
ference and no Government monopolies 
‘Phe abolition of these monopolies and the 
aubstitution of open and unfettered trade is 
all that Japan requires to make it one of the 
most prosperous communities of the East. 
‘Vea continues to form one of the principal 
exports of the country, and there are not 
wanting indications to show that the produe- 
ing power of the tea districts is capable 
of considerable expansion. Japanese tea, 
homever,, dogs not yet appear to be very 
popular ‘in England—only between three 
and four million pounds having been ship- 
ed to London—but in the cities of the 
fed States and Canada it constitutes a 
formidable rival to the Chinese leaf. The 
experiment of manufacturing black tea for 
the English market has been attended with 
such disappointing results that it is not 
Tikely to be persevered in for the future. 
Still, each recurring year a larger area is 
devoted to the cultivation of tea; and 
prices being Low, an active demand exists 
for all that is brought to market. The 
bulk of the produce goes, as we have said, 
to the ports of the American Union, and is 

~ sent vid the Suez Canal to New York and 
Boston, this route being, on account of the 
_lower tate of freights, preferred to the 
original line to San Francisco. Wheat is 
becoming an important item in the list of 
exports. With the exception of one cargo 
sent to Europe on Government account, the 
whole of this trade is carried on by Chinese 
merchants for their home markets, who 
work the article on euch @ narrow margin 


























that foreign merchants do not consider it 
sufficiently remunerative to engage in it. 
‘Unless a radical change in the manner of pre- 

ring the article for the market be effected, 

fapan can never become a tobacco export- 
ing country. ‘Through carelessness and 
mismanagement the exports of this article 
have dwindled down to a merely nominal 
amount, and a trade which with proper 
care would admit of indefinite expansion is 
in danger of being wholly annihilated. 
Silk, too, which is one of the staple pro- 
ducts of Japan, has shown a remarkable 
falling off, and has been unequal to holding 
its own in the markets of Europe. It is, 
however, mainly owing to the extensive 
business done in rice—the export monopoly 
of the Government—that the large increase 
in the aggregate exports of Japan is due. 
In curious toys and lacquered wares, the 
demand has been so active that for a con- 
siderable time there have not been any 
stocks on hand. With the exception of 
arms and ammunition, in which there was 
a considerable diminution, the import trade 
in allarticles of utility manifested a decided 
improvement. More particularly was this 
the case in woollen and cotton manufactures 
and miscellaneous products. The enormous 
consumption of yarns leads to the inference 
that native wants are supplied by native 
woven cloth—an inference which is con- 
firmed by the reports of travellers in the 
interior, who state that in various places 
attempts are being made to foster the 
weaving of cotton. The cloth they make 
is a strong article of a homely character 
and free from sizing. The fabric is of a 
peculiar nature, the warp and weft being of 
yarns of a different spin. In the import 
trade of Japan, England has decidedly the 
largest interest, more than four-fifths of the 
whole consisting of goods the products of 
the United Kingdom, From the short 
epitome we have given of the foreign trado 
of Japan, we only reasonably conclude that 
she has before her a great and prosperous 
future, if she will only be content patintly 
to develope her resources, to cultivate 
friendly commercial relations with her 
foreign customers, and adhere to those 
principles of free and unfettered trade which 
experience has shown to be the only sound 
basis on which a commercial system can 
possibly bo reared.

The substance of the treaty between the 
United States and France, sigued at Wash-
